AN ACT to legalize a special town meeting held in the town of 
Cross Plains, in the county of Dane, on the tlfth day of Marsh, 
1864, for the purpose of voting a  tax to pay extra bounties to 
volunteers. 

Me people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in sen-
ate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Meeting legal- 	SECTION 1. The special town meeting of the town of 
bed. Cross Plains, in the county of Dane, held on the fifth 

day of March, A. D. 1864, for the purpose of voting 
to rains, by tax, extra bounties to be paid to volunteers 
in the military service of this state or of the United 
States, and all votes, acts and resolves of said meeting 
concerning the offering, pledging and voting to raise 
such bounty money, are hereby declared legal, valid 
and binding in law, the same and as fully as if the said 
meeting had been notified and conducted in all respects 
in accordance with the provisions of law then in force 

Town orders 	relating to that subject ; and it shall be lawful for the 
nay as issued. proper officers of exid town to issue town orders, pay-

able oat of such bounty fund, in accordance with the 
provisions of law now in force relative thereto. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.
